one year old was left at the foundling 
hospital at Brest. She was well dressed 
and a note pinned to her skirts stated that 
her name wan SoUnge, and that she 
lould eventually be reclaimed by her 
father. She grew up, however, unclaim- 
ed, and extraordinary lovely. But her 
intellect appeared to be weak and she 
suffered from fits or nervousness. At 
twelve she was sent into the streets to 
sell flowers, until her health failed and 
she died. According to a custom in the 
district she was buried in a wicker baa • 
ket. and, it being winter and the soil 
hard, a very slight excavation was made 
and sand thrown light'y over. During 
the night she revived from the trance 
which had been mistaken for death, and 
at length crept from the grave. In cross- 
ing the ground between the cemetery and 
the fortifications, she was stopped by the 
sentinel's "Qui Vive," and, not answer- 
ing, fired at, very slightly wounded and 
brought into the guard house.

beauty made an intense impression on a 
rich young officer named Kramer, who 
sent "her to school in ;Paris. Fur 
(out 


years he was toased about in the war, 
but on returning found Solange an ac- 
complished girl, without a trace of the 
nervous debility which had afllictcd her. 
They married and lived happily in Par- 
is. At length Capt. Kramer learned 
that inquiries were being made at Brest 
us to what had become of the girl at the 
foundling hospital in 1801, and that 
these inquiries were made at the instance 
of the Swedish ambassador, with whom 
Capt. Kramer communicated. The ^re- 
sult was that a month later Mine. Kra 
mer received a formal acknowledgement 
from Marshal 
Bernadotte, afterward 


Charles XIV of Sweden, that she was 
his daughter. They subsequently settled 
in Stockholm, were ennobled, and their 
son became au attache to (lie Swedish 
legation at Paris.

CONVENTION CONTRASTS. 


The contrasts between the Republican 


convention at Chicago and the Demo- 
cratic convention at Cincinnati are, in 
many particulars, 90 marked as to be 
startling. At Chicago the delegates 
who were cheered when they entered 
the hall were men like Conkling, Lo- 
gan and Garfield, who had been identi- 
fied with the struggle to preserve the 
Union.

At Chicago the States most po- 
tential were those 
which sent the 


greatest nnmber ol men to the Union 
army; 
but at Cincinnati the faction 


most prominent in all combinations is 
the section that raised and supported 
the Confederate army. 


In the Chicago convention every 


man prominent as a leader was noted 
for his hostility to secession and the 
party of secession. 
In the Cincinnati 


convention the leaders most prominent 
and popular have been noted for their 
open support of secession or for their 
secret sympathy for the party of seces- 
sion.

HANCOCK AS A POLITICAL LEADER. 


The Chicago Tima of yesterday thus 


discourses upon the nominee of the Cin- 
cinnati convention : 


But it is not a nomination that can 


be said to fulfill the party's opportunity. 
It never had a more favorable opportu- 
nity to bring to the front a new politi- 
cal leader ; one who would give prom- 
ise of leading the party out of the old 
political graveyard and onward to a new 
and hopeful future of political activity. 
General Hancock has furnished no evi- 
dence of good capacity for political 
leadership. 
As the Times said of him 


yesterday, he is nothing but a soldier, 
and not a very brilliant one at that. 
Educated for the profession of arms, 
he has always pursued that profession, 
and rose by personal gallantry during 
the civil war to the rank of a major 
general; though he never held an inde- 
pendent command, and never gained a 
uctory. It was when commander of 
the military district of New Orleans, 
iu 1867, the he chiefly gained publ ic 
note by the tenor of his military orders, 
declaring that the true function of the 
military, after armed rebellion had been 
put down, was to uphold the civil power 
in the normal exercise of its functions. 
This, he said, would be the guiding 
principle of his action ; but he at the 
same time announced that any forcible 
obstruction of the laws would be "in- 
stantly suppressed by arms." These or- 
ders were put forth with a good deal of 
declamatory flourish about "free institu- 
tions" and "the great principles of 
American liberty;" a style of superflu- 
ous magniloquence that greatly tickled 
the effusive Southerners, and led them 
to regard General Hancock as a "north- 
ern man with southern ideas." Ever 
since, the Southern 
politicians have 


been favorably inclined toward him as 
a Presidential possibility—i circum- 
stance not likely to strengthen his can- 
didacy at the North. 
His name was 


brought before the convention of 1868; 
but the objection of presenting a man 
who was nothing but a soldier in oppo-

but a soldier, was a more famous one, 
caused it to be received with little fa- 


vor. 
It was then believed to be tho

al district presents a striking medley. 
The present incumbent in congress is 
the Rev. Albert P. Forsyth, who was 
elected on the consolidated greenback- 
republican ticket two years ago, when 
the unpopular Judge Decius succeeded 
the Hon. John B. Eden as candidate 
for congress. This district 
usually 


gives a handsome democratic majority. 
The democrats of Edgar county arc 
pushing the claims of "Bob" Bishop, of 
Paris, as he is familiarly known, while 
Shelby county glories in the strength 
that the Hon. Samuel Moulton, of Shel- 
byville, will give to the ticket.
